Patients in HIV 
exposure case 
told to get test 

O HIV-positive health-care worker specialized in neurosurgery 
O More than 200 surgical patients have been notified by AHS 


Hundreds of surgical patients in 
the Edmonton area have been told 
they should be tested for UW and 
hepatitis C. 

Alberta Health Services began 
contacting more than 200 
patients last week, four months 
after learning that a health-care 
worker who was involved in neu¬ 
rosurgery at Edmonton hospitals 
between July 2006 and March 
2009 found out they were posi¬ 
tive for both. 

“The risk here is veiy, very low, 
if not zero,” said Dr. Gerry Predy, 
AHS senior medical officer of 
health, “because there were no 
breaches of infection control prac¬ 
tices identified with any of these 
particular patients.” 

The health-care worker no 
longer works for AHS nor lives in 


Alberta, and didn’t at the time of 
confirming to AHS they were 
infected. 

An expert panel conducted an 
investigation after AHS was noti¬ 
fied, and Predy said the process 
of notifying the patients began 
last week. 

“Some are saying no,” Predy 
said of the complimentary test 
being offered. “But most of them 
are taking that offer.” 

He added that anyone who had 
surgery during that time but has 
not been contacted should not 
worry. 

“If not contacted, they were not 
impacted by this particular issue,” 
Predy said. 

While no one is required to get 
tested to enter the medical field, 
he said, anyone who becomes

Police and city transit are 
investigating after a bus 
struck and killed a 
woman Wednesday morn¬ 
ing as she crossed the 
street on her way to work. 

The crash happened at 
6:50 a.m. in a marked 
crosswalk on 97 Street at 
102A Avenue, said Ed¬ 
monton Police Service 
spokesperson clair Seyler. 

“It’s still under investi¬ 
gation as to which way 
the pedestrian was cross¬ 
ing,” said Seyler. 


Firefighters had to re¬ 
move the woman, 28, 
from under the bus and 
she was transported to 
hospital with serious in¬ 
juries but later died, said 
Seyler. 

The 29-year veteran 
driver is “traumatized” 
and has been offered 
counselling, said transit 
manager Charlie Stolte. 

It’s not known whether 
sun played a role in the 
collision, which hap¬ 
pened when the bus en¬ 
tered 97 Street 
southbound from a turn¬ 
ing lane, while the walk 
signal flashed. 


“That’s something that 
will be investigated,” said 
Seyler, adding the driver 
passed a sobriety test. 

Several people who did 
not want to be identified 
but said they knew the 
victim, spoke to police, 
some in tears, Wednesday 
at the scene outside the 
law courts. 

Police tape cordoned 
off the area for much of 
the day as investigation 
continued.

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Gadhafi forces 
intensify attack 
on Misrata 

O Despite international criticism for its assault on the city, Libyan 
government continues O France vows to step up air strikes 



Inside the besieged city of 
Misrata, spent rockets pro¬ 
trude from the pavement 
and fighters at roadblocks 
sit inside empty shipping 
containers outfitted with 
generator-powered TVs 
and watch Al-Jazeera re¬ 
ports of their war with 
Moammar Gadhafi. 

“The number of ar- 
tilleiy shells and mortars 
is truly amazing,” said Ab- 
dul-Athim Salim, a geogra¬ 
phy professor at the local 
university. “The only break 
is when they are changing 
ammunition.” 

Gadhafi’s forces have in¬ 


tensified their assault on 
Libya’s third-largest city, 
firing tank shells and rock¬ 
ets into residential areas, 
according to witnesses and 
human rights groups. NA¬ 
TO commanders have ad¬ 
mitted their airpower is 
limited in being able to 
protect civilians in a city 
— the core mission of the 
international air cam¬ 
paign. France vowed to 
step up air strikes. 

Most of the Gadhafi 
troops are centred to the 
south and west of the city 
of 300,000, and many of 
the residents who had 


lived in those areas fled to 
the northern part of the 
city. There were four areas 
of intense fighting in the 
city on Wednesday, and 
everyone seemed to know 
where the battle lines are. 

Gadhafi’s government 
has come under interna¬ 
tional criticism for its as¬ 
sault on Misrata and been 
accused by human rights 
groups of using heavy 
weapons, including mis¬ 
siles and cluster bombs — 
which have been banned 
by many countries. 

Libyan officials have 
persistently denied the 


army is shelling Misrata or 
using cluster bombs. “We 
welcome any objective in¬ 
vestigation of the actions 
of our army, our govern¬ 
ment and our officials,” 
said government 

spokesman Moussa 

Ibrahim, adding the inter¬ 
national community 
shouldn’t listen to reports 
“fabricated by the rebels.” 

Human rights activists 
have said more than 260 
people have been killed in 
Misrata, with the final toll 
likely higher, and many 
more people wounded.

A Manitoba mother who 
suffocated her young 
daughter while the two 
were staying at a women’s 
shelter has been sentenced 
to 12 years behind bars. 

Nicole Redhead, who as 
a child witnessed her 
mother kill her father, had 
pleaded guilty to 
manslaughter last year. 

Redhead, 29, had her 
three children taken away 
by Child and Family Servic¬ 
es but regained custody of 
her toddler, Jaylene, in 
2009. Court heard how 
Redhead was in a women’s 
shelter that summer when 
she became violent with 
the crying two-year-old. 

She held her hand over 
her daughter’s mouth un¬ 


til the youngster stopped 
breathing and did not call 
for help. During the autop¬ 
sy, medical examiners 
found 30 separate bruises 
over the child’s body in¬ 
cluding some that had not 
yet risen to the surface. 

Chief Justice Glenn Joy- 
al said the 20 -month-old’s 
death was the culmination 
of “gruesome abuse.” 

“Having already caused 
the injuries that gave rise 
to what I was told reason¬ 
ably would have been cries 
of pain by the deceased, 
the accused then placed 
her hand over the de¬ 
ceased’s mouth for be¬ 
tween 70 seconds and two 
minutes,” Joyal said in his 
decision, the associated press

Maude Barlow

O She wants a declaration of rights for our planet 
O ‘There’s resistance because it hurts,’ activist says 


As the United Nations be¬ 
gins discussion on the 
idea of a declaration of 
rights for Mother Earth, a 
Canadian activist is help¬ 
ing lead the fight to ob¬ 
tain a “paradigm shift” in 
the way we perceive the 
Earth and its resources. 

If we don’t take care, 
says Maude Barlow, the 
planet and humans will 
be in serious trouble. 

Barlow, national chair 
of the Council of Canadi¬ 
ans, says it’s time for us to 
shift from an economic 
view of “unlimited mar¬ 
ket growth” to one that 
focuses on the fact the 
“Earth sustains all life.” 

“Our argument is our 
policies of unlimited 
growth, unregulated 
trade and then govern¬

As an example of the 
mishandling of 
resources, Maude 
Barlow cites a study 
reporting that by 2030 
the demand for water 
in our world will out¬ 
strip supply by 40 per 
cent. 

putting the environment 
at risk,” she said from the 
UN in New York. 

Barlow and other ac¬ 
tivists face a long, tough 
battle. 

She likens the fight to 
the one Eleanor Roosevelt 
carried out to get the Uni¬ 
versal Declaration of Hu¬ 
man Rights adopted. 

“She fought so hard,” 


Barlow said. “People 
mocked it. 

“It’s humanity taking 
an evolutionary step for¬ 
ward, and there’s resist¬ 
ance because it hurts.” 

Barlow and others 
would like to see the pro¬ 
posed Universal Declara¬ 
tion of the Rights for 
Mother Earth become a 
companion declaration to 
the Universal Declaration 
of Human Rights, passed 
by the UN in 1948. 

Some countries have al¬ 
ready taken action. 

Bolivia is set to adopt a 
declaration of rights for 
Mother Earth. Ecuador 
has adopted a resolution 
protecting nature, said 
Barlow. India has declared 
that its rivers are sacred 
and have rights.

ablaze 


O Firefighters optimistic with a 20 to 
30 per cent chance of rain this week 


Firefighters in Texas were 
battling several massive 
blazes across the state 
Wednesday, adding up to 
more than 400,000 
hectares of land burned in 
a little more than a week in 
the drought-stricken state. 

The fire started Friday in 
the Possum Kingdom Lake 
area, a community of most¬ 
ly weekend homes about 
115 kilometres west of Fort 
Worth. It spread into two 
other counties and was still 
raging well into Tuesday 
night. 

That’s when authorities 
ordered the 400 residents 


of Palo Pinto, about 80 kilo¬ 
metres west of Fort Worth, 
to leave because of the ad¬ 
vancing flames, said Troop¬ 
er Gaiy Rozzell of the 
Texas Department of Pub¬ 
lic Safety. The county’s jail 
inmates also evacuated, as 
did the nearby community 
of Graford and the small 
town of Strawn, south of 
the lake. 

Weaiy firefighters had 
some reason for hope as 
rain and higher humidity 
levels were forecast for the 
rest of the week in parts of 
the state.

Saskatchewan

The Saskatchewan Water¬ 
shed Authority is warning 
that floodwaters have yet 
to peak in eastern parts 
of the province. 

John Fahlman, the 
authority’s director 
of basin operations 
and groundwater 
management, says levels 
at Round Lake, Echo Lake 
and Katepwa, east of Regi¬ 
na, will rise yet again. 

He says the water lev¬ 
els at Grooked Lake are 
starting to come down a 
bit now. 

As for Regina, the peak 
of water coming from 
Wascana Creek shouldn’t 
be any higher than it has 
already been. 

Duane Mckay, director 
of emergency response 
with the Ministry of Cor¬ 
rections, Public Safety 
and Policing, says a state 
of emergency was issued 
today for the Ochapowace 
First Nation, in the south¬ 


east, where some prelimi¬ 
nary work is being done 
to prevent flooding to 
homes. 

There are still 13 com¬ 
munities in the province 
under a local state of 
emergency. 

McKay says the 
province is still buying 
sandbags to ensure they 
don’t run out. The 
province is moving 
supplies to the areas 
around Humboldt, Wyn- 
yard. Porcupine Plain, 
Kelvington and Lake 
Lenore where the 
snowpack is starting to 
melt. 

McKay notes the min¬ 
istry is also keeping an 
eye on the flooding situa¬ 
tion in the southwest, 
around Val Marie and 
communities along the 
Frenchman River, where 
the snowpack still has yet 
to melt.

that for a foreign manufac¬

China passed the United 
States in 2009 in number of 
vehicles sold annually and 
foreign producers are look¬ 
ing to China to drive sales, 
putting them under pres¬ 
sure to co-operate.

Whether you're new to the country, new to 
voting, or just an ignouramous (note the 
Canadian spelling), you may be confused by 
some of the lingo you've been hearing since 
the ''writ" was "dropped” in our "democracy.” 
If that sounds like you, then here's a special 
glossary to bring you meaning as you decide 
who is the lesser of five evils. 

CANADA VOTES 2011 GLOSSARY 

Advance poll: A place where Canadians who are un¬ 
able to cast ballots on voting day exercise their right to 
avoid voting in advance. 

Coalition: Traditionally a temporaiy alliance of po¬ 
litical parties used to form a government when no sin¬ 
gle party can do so. More recently understood to be the 
worst, most reckless, most despicable action a party 
can take short of mailing people flesh-eating disease. 

Democracy: A form of government designed to give 
the maximum number of people in society the impres¬ 
sion that what they think matters. In Canada, usually 
accompanied by a question mark. (Google it and see.) 

Gerrymander: To divide electoral ridings in a way 
that favours one party over another; for example, if 
the Conservative government created a riding that in¬ 
cluded only affluent suburbs, or if Elizabeth May creat¬ 
ed a riding that included only her house. 

Husting: Any place where a candidate meets voters; 
originally contained an L. 

Independent: A candidate so true to his or her own 
ideals and personal vision for Canada that he or she 
has no chance of winning. 

Poll: A survey that indicates the voting intentions of 
people who still have landlines and are so lonely that 
they’re just happy to have someone to talk to, 19 times 
out of 20. 

Pundit: A political commentator who forms 
opinions by commenting on the opinions of other pun¬ 
dits. The identity of The Original Pundit is a closely 
guarded secret. 

Green party: The Glossaiy Gonsortium has ruled 
that the Green party will not get its own deflnition un¬ 
til it has a seat in the House of Commons. 

Bloc Quebecois: A political party that blames the 
federal government for everything bad and takes cred¬ 
it for everything good, making it the party that most 
closely resembles the average Canadian. 

New Democratic Party: The political party that will 
hold the balance of power in the House of Commons 
for the foreseeable future through the power of fourth- 
place flnishes.

Tyler Peny has something 
he’d like to get off his chest. 
“Spike (Lee) can go straight 
to hell! You can print that,” 
the self-made entertain¬ 
ment mogul says. “1 am 
sick of him talking about 
me ... 1 am sick of him talk¬ 
ing about black people go¬ 
ing to see movies. This is 
what he said: ‘You vote by 
what you see,’ as if black 


people don’t know what 
they want to see.” 

The two filmmakers 
have hardly been close 
since Lee started lambast¬ 
ing Perry’s work two years 
ago, sa 3 dng that Perry’s 
work is “troubling” and 
“harkens back to Amos and 
Andy.” A war of words be¬ 
gan between Peny and Lee, 
and Peny is ready to put 
the whole thing behind 
him. “Spike needs to shut 
the hell up,” he says. 

While Peny insists he 
tries his best to stay posi¬ 


tive, the amount of criti¬ 
cism of him out there has 
reached such a level that he 
had to respond, culminat¬ 
ing with a letter to fans he 
posted online this week 
warning of the “folks out 
there that work overtime 
tiying to keep people from 
seeing my movies,” includ¬ 
ing his latest, Tyler Perry’s 
Madea’s Big Happy Family, 
out this weekend. “1 don’t 
even understand it (but) 
this is where the whole 
Spike Lee (comment) comes 
from — the negativity, 


‘This is Stepin Fetchit, this 
is coon-eiy, this is buffbon- 
eiy,”’ he says. “And they tiy 
to get people to get on this 
bandwagon with them, to 
get this mob mentality to 
come against what I’m do¬ 
ing. 

“I’m tired of just la 3 dng 
dovm, tired of just being 
nice and letting them say 
whatever they want to say 
however they want to say it 
without people knowing 
what the intent really is,” 
Perry says. 

What surprises Perry 


most is how much of the 
criticism comes from with¬ 
in the black community. 

“I’ve never seen Jewish 
people attack Seinfeld and 
say, ‘This is a stereot 5 Ape.’ 
I’ve never seen Italian peo¬ 
ple attack The Sopranos,” 
he says. “It’s always black 
people, and this is some¬ 
thing that 1 cannot undo .... 
And I’m sick of it from us. 
We don’t have to wony 
about anybody else tiying 
to destroy us and take shots 
because we do it to our¬ 
selves.”

UR PLANET 



Earth Hour began this year where it al¬ 
ways begins — on the east eoast of 
Australia. For the next 24 hours it 
moved steadily through time zones 
around the world as millions of people 
switehed off their lights, applianees and 
television sets for one symbolie hour. 
Around the world familiar landmarks 
faded to dark — Big Ben, the Eiffel 
Tower, the Brandenburg Gate, the 
Parthenon, Forbidden City and Mount 
Rushmore. In the Philippines a few tel¬ 
evision stations even halted their 
broadeasts. Organizers are still tallying 
the numbers, but Earth Hour 2010 was 
already eounted as the biggest on 
reeord, with more than a billion people 
taking part. 

Jed Goldberg admits that events like 
Earth Hour don’t really benefit the en¬ 
vironment in any appreeiable way, but 
he says they are powerful symbols nev¬ 


ertheless. Goldberg i^h^^^sident of 
Earth Day Canada, an organisation that 
eoordinates Earth Day events, pro¬ 
motes year-round programs and edu- 
eates Canadians on environmental 
issues. “The faet that so many millions 
of people around the world take part in 
these events shows that there is an en¬ 
vironmental eonseiousness out there 
that didn’t exist 20 years ago,” he says. 
“It’s very eneouraging.” 

In faet you have to go baek 40 years 
to truly gauge the progress of the envi¬ 
ronmental movement. The first Earth 
Day took plaee in the United States in 
1970, in the era of the Kent State Mas- 
saere and eampus sit-ins. Environmen¬ 
talists like Raehael Carson, Jaeques 
Cousteau and Jane Goodall were start¬ 
ing to beeome household names, while 
an ieonie photograph of a fragile planet 
Earth on a baekground of blaek noth¬ 


ingness — an image taken by Apollo 
astronauts on the way to the moon — 
eaptured humanity’s imagination. 
“Earth Day was supposed to be a one- 
day wonder,” says Goldberg. “Another 
exeuse for a eollege sit-in. But it 
touehed a nerve, and 20 million Ameri- 
eans took part.” 

That’s a small number, in retrospeet. 
Last year 90 million Amerieans 
switehed off their lights for Earth Hour, 
and many more millions took part in 
Earth Day and Earth Month aetivities 
around the world. But is the movement 
really having an appreeiable affeet on 
the environment? Goldberg says yes. 
“Today environmental awareness is 
part of our eulture here in Canada,” he 
says. “It’s part of our daily routine. 
Twenty years ago a lot of people didn’t 
even know what eomposting was. 
Nowadays a lot of urban Canadians 


have eomposters in their baek yards. 
Reeyeling programs are ubiquitous and 
there’s a real awareness of things like 
organie food and energy saving.” 

In faet, studies show in just the first 
four years of the last deeade, eompost¬ 
ing inereased the amount of organie 
waste diverted from Canadian landfills 
by 70 pereent. Reeyeling has also in¬ 
ereased by nearly 10 pereent sinee 
2006, deereasing the amount of waste 
eoming from Canadian households by 
about 4 pereent. But earbon emissions 
in Canada are inereasing faster than the 
population, and reeent events like the 
nuelear reaetor erisis in Japan and last 
year’s oil spill in the Gulf of Mexieo 
point to the faet that mueh more needs 
to be done. “We’ve just seratehed the 
surfaee,” says Goldberg. “Shifting our 
environmental sensibilities is just the 
first step, but it’s an important step.”

BAY OF FUNDY: Currently on the 
short list of choices for the “seven 
wonders of the natural world” the 
Bay of Fundy between Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick is a mecca for 
whale and bird watchers, fossil 
hunters, kayakers and photographers. 
ALGONQUIN PARK: The oldest 
provincial park in Canada is also one 
of the country’s finest. Within easy 
reach from Ottawa, Algonquin Park 
is a chance to see big game wildlife 
in its natural state, and follow in the 
footsteps of the Group of Seven. 

CAP TOURMENTE NATIONAL 
WILDLIFE AREA: Just a short drive 
north of Quebec City in Quebec’s 
spectacular Charlevoix region. 

Cap Tourmente is a major snow 
goose migration stopover and an 
internationally recognized tidal 
marsh wetland. 

MANTARIO TRAIL: Located about 
150 kilometers east of Winnipeg, 
the 63-kilometer-long Mantario 
Trail in Whiteshell Provincial Park is 
not for the ill-prepared, but it’s a 
good place to experience the natural 
wonders along the edge of the 
Canadian shield. 

MALIGNE CANYON: One of the 
most dramatic hikes in Alberta’s 
Jasper National Park, Maligne 
Canyon is a deep canyon complete 
with waterfalls, glacier carved 
caverns and spectacular gorges.

You hear this sort of talk a lot in busi¬ 
ness, but these principles are bigger 
than profits and losses.

The private, non-profit group 
partners with corporate and individual 
landowners to conserve some of 
Canada’s most precious, and imperiled, 
natural spaces, and the plant and 
animal life inhabiting them. They pro¬ 
tect the wild, yet their methods are 
anything but low-tech. That’s where 
Toshiba comes in. 

Toshiba is the largest private sector 
supporter of NCC's Land Information 
System (LIS). Developed by NCC

O With his new album, Matthew Morrison is looking to make a 
real name for himself — apart from his character on Glee 


Matthew Morrison’s first 
single isn’t igniting the 
charts like the songs from 
Glee, the hit show he plays 
a teacher on, but the actor- 
singer says he’s not tr 5 hng 
to compete with its musi¬ 
cal success. 

He hasn’t made a dent 
on the Billboard Hot 100, 
while the cast of the Fox 
show has appeared on the 
chart more than 130 times. 

“1 know going into this 
that that won’t be possi¬ 
ble,” Morrison said in an 
interview from Los Angeles 
last week. “There’s going 
to be a lot of expectations 
for this album, you know. 
I’m in such a spotlight 
right now ... 1 just want to 
do the best 1 can and just 


continue the growth.” 

Morrison’s single, the 
pop tune Summer Rain, 
was released in early 
March; it currently sits at 
No. 27 on Billboard’s Adult 
Contemporary chart. Last 
week he released his duet 
with Gw 5 meth Paltrow — a 
cover of Over the Rainbow 
— and this week he 
dropped his duet with El¬ 
ton John, Mona Lisas and 
Mad Hatters/Rocket Man. 
Morrison said there will be 
a “big unveiling” of one 
more star-studded duet. 

His self-titled debut is 
out May 10. He said the 
first single isn’t a reflection 
of his entire album.

Morrison will kick off a 
solo tour June 18 in Min¬ 
neapolis and wrap in Los 
Angeles on July 23.

O After years battling with record label Tim McGraw picks up the mic again for SiriusXM, new record and tour 


Tim McGraw has his mu¬ 
sic hat on again. 

After more than a year 
of appearances without 
his signature black cow¬ 
boy hat while promoting 
movies The Blind Side and 
Country Strong, McGraw 
is back to focusing on mu¬ 
sic for a while. He has 
recorded a new album, 
launched his own Sir¬ 
iusXM channel Tim Mc¬ 
Graw Radio, and just 
kicked off his Emotional 
Traffic tour, which will in¬ 
clude a special Sirius con¬ 
cert next week in New 
York City. 

“It's sort of like a cape,” 
he said in a recent inter¬ 
view of wearing a cowboy 
hat. “1 just don't feel the 
same without it when I'm 
talking about music. It 
just sort of goes hand in 
hand.” 

He'll need whatever su¬ 
perpower the hat might 


give him as he faces one 
last showdown with his la¬ 
bel, Curb Records. Mc¬ 
Graw said his upcoming 
Emotional Traffic album 
would be his “absolute 
last album” with Curb if it 
kills him, and even 
though he finished the al¬ 
bum in the fall, there is 
still no release date. 

“All the songs have 
been done for a long time, 
and the label has had it. 
It's the last album that 
they have of mine, so 
they're trying to hold on 
to it as long as they can,” 
he said. “Whenever Mike 
Curb decides, he's going 
to play fair, it will be out.” 

No one from Curb 
Records, including label 
chief Mike Curb, was 
available for comment 
when contacted by The 
Associated Press. 

McGraw and his label 
of nearly 20 years have 


been publicly at odds for 
years now. McGraw claims 
the label is dragging out 
his contract and depriving 
his fans of new music by 
releasing hits albums in 
between each of his last 
three studio albums. He is¬ 
sued an apology to fans in 
2008 when the label re¬ 
leased Greatest Hits 3, say¬ 
ing, “It has to be just as 
confusing to the fans as it 
is to me.” 

The label put out an¬ 
other compilation in No¬ 
vember, Number One 
Hits, with one new song 
from the upcoming studio 
album. Felt Good On My 
Lips. It became a multi¬ 
week No. 1. 

McGraw said the Sir¬ 
iusXM channel will in¬ 
clude all his hits dating 
back to 1994’s Indian Out¬ 
law as well as songs he’s 
forgotten he even record¬ 
ed.

Walk the Perimeter 

Spring showers have 
washed away the snow, 
but chances are they’ve al¬ 
so exposed a messy lawn. 

Prior to rolling out the 
lawnmower, make sure to 
pick up any sticks, stones 
or other debris that has 
made their way into your 


yard. 

While wearing protec¬ 
tive gloves, pull up any 
dead plants or weeds in 
the garden to loosen the 
soil and make room for 
new sprouts. Walk 
around the house to as¬ 
sess the foundation of the 
house. Check for cracks 
and pools of water that 
threaten to leak into the 
basement. 

Check and Clean 
Take an inventory of your 
garden tools and check 
hoes, trowels, rakes and 
shovels for cracks and 
splintering. 

Rubbing linseed oil on 
wooden tool handles can 
prevent splintering, 
which in turn diminishes 
the chance of personal in¬ 
jury. 

Consider replacing 
tools that are on their last 


leg so that garden projects 
won’t be interrupted by a 
suddenly broken tool. 

Snowy winter weather 
also leaves grime and fun¬ 
gi on the surface of the pa¬ 


tio deck. 

Prior to dragging out 
the patio furniture, give 
the deck a proper wash. 

Make your own clean¬ 
ing formula by mixing a 


cup of laundry detergent 
with four litres of hot wa¬ 
ter. 

Pour the liquid onto the 
patio and use a bristled 
brush to get out the tough 


stains. 

Rinse off the entire 
deck with water and allow 
it to dry completely. 

Prune Away 

Some garden plants, such 
as rose bushes and hy¬ 
drangeas, require pruning 
in order to remain healthy 
and produce new blooms. 
Pruning is most successful 
when it’s done while the 
blooms are still dormant. 

Using pruning shears, 
make a clean, angled cut a 
quarter inch above an out- 
ward-facing bud. 

Continue this tech¬ 
nique across the entire 
plant. As well, cut back 
any dead stems. The more 
you prune, the more room 
there will be for new 
blooms.

Visitors to my garden this 
time of year are often as¬ 
tonished to see me lop¬ 
ping the tops off some of 
my trees. 

No, Fm not the Henry 
VIII of horticulture, chop¬ 
ping the head off any tree 
that no longer meets my 
fancy. OK, I am actually 
lopping the head off any 
tree that doesn’t meet my 
fancy. 

I part ways with OF 
Henry, though, because 
first, lopping the head off 
a tree does not kill it, and 
second, I graft on a new 
head. A few years after 
this seemingly brutal op¬ 
eration, the tree looks as 
chipper as ever. 

And it has a head that I 
like better — or else off it 
comes again. 

I do this t 3 ^e of graft¬ 
ing, called topworking, 
mostly on my apple trees, 
but it could be applied to 
many other kinds of fruit 
or ornamental trees. 


Drying 


> If your timing is right, and 
trunk and scions are in 
good contact, the only re¬ 
maining threat to success 
is from the cut ends drying 
out. Avoid this by 
thoroughly coating all cut 
surfaces, including the tips 
of the scions, with some 
sort of pruning paint or 
grafting wax. My favourite 
is a gooey black stuff 
called “Treekote.” 

For instance, if you 
don’t like the growth 
habit of your red maple or 
the leaf shape of your 
Japanese maple, you can 
just lop back the head and 
change it. Same goes for 
the flower colour of a crab 
apple or flowering cherry. 

GATHER YOUR STEMS 
Before you can topwork 
any tree, you have to have 
stems, called scions, of 
the variety to which you 


want to change the plant. 

You might get scions 
from a neighbour’s or 
friend’s tree that you have 
admired. 

I often get scions for 
grafting mailed to me 
from enthusiasts else¬ 
where across our fruited 


plain, or from govern¬ 
ment institutions. Healthy 
portions of last year’s 
growth, each cut into 
pieces a foot or so long, 
are ideal to become 
scions. They can be col¬ 
lected an 3 ftime in winter 
or early spring, as long as 


stems are showing no 
signs of growth and tem¬ 
peratures are above freez¬ 
ing. 

A FEW CUTS AND YOU’RE 
FINISHED 

The ideal time for top¬ 
working is when buds on 
the trunk are just begin¬ 


ning to grow; the scions 
are still under refrigera¬ 
tion in their winter sleep. 

This way, the scion will 
have time to knit to the 
lopped-back trunk and 
hook up its plumbing be¬ 
fore its buds expand into 
thirsty new shoots. 

The actual grafting op¬ 
eration is simple, and 
there are a few ways to go 
about it. Cleft grafting, for 
example, is practised by 
gardeners for thousands 
of years and best done on 
trunks 2.5 to 10 centime¬ 
tres across. 

Wedge grafting and 
bark grafting are among 
other methods of top¬ 
working, described in 
such books as The 
Grafter’s Handbook by R. 
J. Garner (Sterling Publish¬ 
ing, 1993) and Plant Prop¬ 
agation: Principles and 
Practices by H. Hartmann, 
D. Kester, F. Davies and R. 
Geneve (Prentice-Hall,

When Marcelle, 29, and Ja- 
neen, 31, bought their first 
home — a new condo near 
funky Wh 3 de Avenue in 
Edmonton — they were 
determined not to join the 
house-poor crowd. So they 
saved up a 25 per cent 
downpa 5 mient, said no to 
upgrades and bought used 
furnishings. 

But six months later 
they were in trouble. They 
hadn’t anticipated a host 
of expenses that tipped 


their purchase from af¬ 
fordable to “it hurts!” Con¬ 
sider these 10 frequently 
forgotten costs when you 
do your budget. 

Interest adjustments 

This covers any gap be¬ 
tween closing date and 
first mortgage pa 5 mient. 
Avoid it by lining up the 
closing date and first pay¬ 
ment to be exactly a 
month apart. 

Mortgage insurance 

This is t 5 q)ically required 
by lenders if your down- 


pa 5 mient is 20 per cent or 
less (to a minimum of five 
per cent). 

Home inspection 

The average is around 
$100 an hour, though 
some home inspectors 
charge by house size. 

Survey (certificate of location) 

If there isn’t a current one 
available, plan on spend¬ 
ing from $750 to $1,500. 

Legal costs 

These vary but average 
$1,500 to $2,500. 


Property appraisal 

This may be required by 
your lender, though some 
include it as part of the 
mortgage package. Other¬ 
wise plan on $150 to $300. 

Home insurance 

This is an often-overlooked 
item when calculating 
monthly pa 3 mients. Get at 
least two estimates. 

Vendor reimbursements 

This is necessaiy for items 
like taxes and foel, which 
the vendor paid in ad¬ 
vance. 


Land transfer tax 

Loathed by home buyers, 
this tax may be levied in 
your area. Ask about reduc¬ 
tions for first-time buyers. 

Condo costs 

These can include a parking 
spot, in-advance monthly 
condo fees, PST\HST on ap¬ 
pliances, occupancy fees, 
tax on upgrades and war¬ 
ranty enrolment fees. 

A little prep in advance 
of purchase ensures you 
won’t be hit by sticker 
shock at closing. 


Variable or fixed 


► A variable rate will change 
with interest rates while a 
fixed rate is, well, fixed for 
a specified term. 

► Economist Moishe 
Milevsky's research 
indicates that a variable 
rate saves money 90 per 
cent of the time, as much 
as 50 per cent of the inter¬ 
est paid over the life of the 
mortgage. 

But if certainty means 
you'll sleep at night, fixed 
may be more suitable, 
even though you'll pay for 
the security.

What exactly is a down 
pa 3 nnent on a new home? 

“Any lender wants you 
to have some of your mon¬ 
ey going into a home pur¬ 
chase alongside the 
lender’s money. That’s ba¬ 
sically the function of a 
down pa 3 mient,” says Geoff 
Parkin, president of the 
Vancouver-based Mortgage 
Brokers Association of B.C. 

And, as with most pay¬ 
ment programs, the more 
you put down the less you 
owe later. The federal law 
states that anytime you 
borrow more than 80 per 
cent of the value of a 


home, you have to be in¬ 
sured against default by 
one of Canada’s three 
mortgage insurance com¬ 
panies. 

“So we add an insur¬ 
ance premium to the 
home buyer’s mortgage. 
So for that $400,000 home 
where you’re putting 
$20,000 down, you might 
have another $8,000 added 
onto your mortgage as an 
insurance premium.” 

The premiums are cal¬ 
culated by how much your 
down payment involves 
starting at 80 to 85 per 
cent (of the total cost), 
then 85 to 90 per cent and 
then 90 to 95 per cent. 
“Obviously as you get high¬ 
er, you’ve put less down on

your down payment, the 
premiums go up,” says 
Parkin. 

So how to calculate 
what you need to put 
down on that $500,000 
three-bedroom home 
you’re in love with? 

“Take the cost and mul¬ 


tiply it by five per cent, 
and that tells you what 
your minimum down pay¬ 
ment is,” says Donna 
Mullen, a broker/owner 
with Your Mortgage Store 
in Wasaga Beach, Ont. 

In this case, you would 
put down $25,000. But as 
Mullen reminds us, that 
five per cent is only the 
minimum — even though 
there are programs avail¬ 
able offering cash-back in¬ 
centives to pay off 
personal debt. 

That allows you to free 
up more money for the 
down payment and lets 
you virtually go through 
100 per cent financing for 
your first home, keeping 
in mind you’ll pay the 


price in higher insurance 
premiums for at least the 
first five years of your 
mortgage. 

“But five per cent is 
where you have to start 
from. If you have more to 
put down, that’s awesome 
because the more you put 
down, your mortgage in¬ 
surance premium goes 
down and you save money.” 

To keep that down pay¬ 
ment in mind. Parkin sug¬ 
gests crunching numbers 
before you start house 
hunting. “Always get 
preapproved for a mort¬ 
gage before you go shop¬ 
ping — go through the 
math to see what you can 
afford, especially if the 
market is active,” he says.

> while it’s best to minimize

“You fall in love with a 
house in a neighbourhood 
that has a future and not a 
past,” he says. “Buy in an 
area where the property 
values will go up.” 

Buying close to a train 
or LRT station is a good 
idea because those proper¬ 
ties are predicted to rise in 
value 15 per cent more 
than similar properties 
that aren’t near a station, 
he says. 

It’s also smart to work 
your mortgage like an in¬ 
vestor, says Campbell. So 
on a $300,000 variable-rate 
mortgage, choose to pay 
back the higher monthly 
pa 5 mient of a five-year 
locked-in mortgage. 

Yes, the pa 5 mient is 


more than you’re required 
to pay, but 100 per cent of 
the extra pa 3 mient goes off 
the principal. After five 
years, you’ll have paid the 
same total as a locked-in 
mortgage, but with this 
method a lot more comes 
off your principal and 
you’ve paid a lot less in in¬ 
terest pa 5 mients.

Home renovation is a $ 50- 
billion industiy in Canada, 
and most builders will offer 
a variety of upgrade options 
ranging from appliances 
and bathroom fixtures to 
floor coverings, counter- 
tops, doors and decks. 

The trick is to know 
how much to spend. “The 
top two renovation expen¬ 
ditures are the same no 
matter where you go — 
that’s kitchens and baths,” 
says Peter Simpson, presi¬ 
dent of the Greater Van¬ 
couver Home Builders’ 
Association. 

As far as upgrades are 
concerned, the sky is the 
limit. “We’re finding that 
over the past few years the 
number of products avail¬ 
able has increased signifi¬ 
cantly so the choices are 
enormous. If you want a 
handmade nickel clawfoot 
tub and you’ve got an ex¬ 
tra $60,000 kicking 
around, you can have 
that,” says Simpson. 

Ben Young, COO of Ra- 
mar Homes in Halifax, says 
the tendency used to be 
larger homes, but poten¬ 
tial buyers are now look¬ 
ing more for interior 
features, or the “fit and 
finish” as he calls it. 
“They’re paying attention 
to things like their 


kitchens. Granite counter- 
tops are becoming much 
more popular.” 

From an investment per¬ 
spective, any improve¬ 
ments you make will add to 
the resale value of the 
home, but only up to a 
point. A good rule of thumb 
is to keep a five per cent cap 
on your upgrades if you 
want that money back from 
your investment. 

The options offered by 
builders may vaiy and 
some offer limited choices 
because they’re at a cer¬ 
tain price point. You may 
prefer to add your own im¬ 
provements after the fact. 
Maybe you’d like to up¬ 
grade the kitchen floor to 
a nicer tile, for example. 

But Simpson warns that 
any work that you or an¬ 
other contractor performs 
after you’ve moved in is 
not covered by the warran¬ 
ty on the house. 

“My advice to con¬ 
sumers who are doing this, 
unless they’re very handy, 
I would leave it to the pro¬ 
fessionals.” 

The advantage of buy¬ 
ing from the builder, says 
Simpson, is that “all the 
new products and services 
and leading-edge technolo¬ 
gy and building code ad¬ 
vances are included in the 
new home. That’s what 
some people consider to be 
the ultimate renovation.”

nade in the bag over 
everything. Roast in 300

Gravy: Meanwhile, heat 
stock in saucepan over 
low.

O Some wineries are teaming up with environmental organizations to raise funds for many eco-friendly causes 


Sip a pinot and save the 
planet? 

That’s the thinking behind 
wineries teaming up with 
environmental organiza¬ 
tions to raise funds for 
trees, seas and land. 

One of the latest is 
Clean Coast wines, the 
brainchild of California 
winemaker Susie Selby. 


The owner of Selby 
Winery created the wines, 
available online, and in 
Mississippi and Louisiana, 
with the goal of raising 
awareness of the Gulf 
Coast recovery effort. 

“I spend a lot of time in 
Louisiana. It’s just a place 
that’s near and dear to my 
heart,” Selby said. After 


the 2010 oil spill she decid¬ 
ed she wanted to do some¬ 
thing to help the area on a 
long-term basis, so she 
came up with Clean Coast 
wines. 

The four wines — pinot 
noir, chardonnay, cabernet 
sauvignon and merlot — 
carry labels decorated with 
marine creatures. From 


every bottle sold online 
(cleancoastwines.com) $4 
is donated to the Greater 
New Orleans Community 
Foundation. 

For Selby, raising mon¬ 
ey is also a way to cut 
through the slightly intim¬ 
idating image that can be 
associated with wine. 

“It’s an honour to give 


back through wine,” she 
said, “because people are 
still enjoying the food and 
wine experience, but are 
also able to make a little 
bit of a difference.” 

Other wineries are 
branching out in different 
eco-related directions. 

For example. Root 1, 
produced in Chile, is a 


long-standing partner of 
Global ReLeaf, a branch of 
American Forests. 

By the end of 2011, win¬ 
ery officials estimate Root 
1 and Global ReLeaf will 
have planted more than 
40,000 trees in forest 
restoration projects 

around the world.
